was not decided as to the drug, and 
on mentioning the matter to the man 
who was showing him about the es 
tabllshment the gentleman readily ac 
knowledged that the liquid was 
an 
opium preparation and was used In the 
manufacture 
of 
cigarettes. 
Just 
think,” continued the professor, “the 
snuffs that is set. tor the person who 
emotes the deadly, cigarette. 
“)t ic my intention to do all that I 
can to restrain and stop the use of 
igaretUw among school boy* and I 
hope that .the press and public will 
jUKlpyg. their tofliipnafi ilk an anti-cigar- 
ette crusade* r 
~ 
Cigarette smoking, it is claimed by 
medical men, Is more dangerous 
to 
mind and health than is the use of 
tobacco in other forms. The reason 
for this, is that the smoke is to a far 
larger extent drawn into the 
lungs, 
Nicotine, which is the constituent nar- 
otic, is easier obtained by distillation, 
md the membranes of the throat and 
lungs, when the smoke 
Is 
inhaled, 
form a means of carrying out this very 
process. 
/ 
Not only are the brain and nervous 
system impaired, but tho heart ae won, 
and nearly every organ of the human 
body is injured to a major or rn’nor 
degree. Sudden deaths 
from 
heart 
failure superinduced by cigarettes ore 
common. 
Individuals who are Incessant cigar­ 
ette smokers fall often to measure up 
to the requirements of business, and 
mony firms refuse to give employment 
lo arty person who uses cigarettes Life 
insurance companies question appli­ 
cants for policies very closely 
and 
searchingly on this subject. 
Statistics collected in colleges and 
in 4>he army show that the cigarette 
is reaping its harvest of victims and 
is sowing the virus of paresis in the 
brains of the country. 
Legislatures 
are enacting laws restricting 
^ g ar­ 
ottes, and in many places the sale of 
the product is forbidden, but the effi­ 
cacy of these measures is far from 
satisfactory. 
They do not and possibly never can 
rea' h far enough. 
So long 
as 
the 
school boy or his elder brother obtain 
the tobacco and paper they can roll 
their own cigarettes. Prof. Rayman 
will have the best wishes of all In his 
endeavor to stop cigarette smoking or 
the acquirement of any other vice by 
pupils who are attending the public 
schools.

with rigidity this course and will be 
commended by every well 
disposed 
citizen for that kind of a stand.

London, Nov. 29.—Sixteen reporters 
and six British business men gathered 
yesterday afternoon, in response to 
the London chamber of commerce’s 
general invitation, to hear Seymour 
Bell, the commercial agent of Great 
Britain in the United States, expound 
his views on American trad* compo 
tition. 
He said th at what America 
wanted from abroad wa* daily getting 
smaller, but that G reat Britain was 
being cut out of even this small por 
tion of the m arket by France and der 
many. 
Mr. Bell attributed this to 
Great Britain's backwardness in using 
labor saving and autom atic machin­ 
ery. He declared the working classes 
of G reat Britain m ust be educated 
up to them and be convinced that 
their use was essential before Great 
Britain could compete with America. 
Mr. Bell also said there was no 
doubt that the reciprocity movement 
in the United States would result In 
the removal or reduction of many of 
the duties now enforced, but It would 
be In the case of articles In which the 
United States was quite safe from 
foreign competition. 
Mr. Bell said there was a growing 
need for tea and Scotch whisky in 
the United States. The statem ent dis­ 
closed the fact that the India and 
Ceylon tea m erchants 
had 
entered 
into a pooling arrangem ent for the 
purpose of promoting tho sale of their 
brands in the United Statee. 
The commercial agent denied the 
statem ent that American cement w-as 
Inferior to Portland cement. 


Ousting British In 8outh America. 
One cf tne few m erchants present 
declared that American trade 
was 
completely ousting British trade from 
Central and ssouth America. 
Discussing what became of old men 
in America, Mr. Bell said that a man 
over 45 years of age had hard work 
to get any position there, and that 
this was one of the most serious fac­ 
tors of future American business Ufo. 
Scotch whisky, it was also said, la 
now being made in New York and ex­ 
ported in large quantities to South 
America. 
Mr. Bell reassured his hearers that 
there was no prejudice in America 
against British goods, only they could 
not expect them to be bought when,

Nor could the colonics be blamed for 
patronizing America in preference to 
Great Britain in this branch of ma­ 
chinery.

Chicago, Nov. 29.—A comet was vis 
lble hare in the southern shy I?st 
evening, 
its position as viewed from 
the Auditorium tower, in which the 
United States weather bureau is sit­ 
uated, was about IO degrees south­ 
east from tho zenith. 
It was difficult to Judge of its length, 
for the reason that it was pointed di­ 
rectly upward 
and 
was appruanriy 
going from the earth, but Pre!. Cox 
in charge of the bureau, said that in 
his Judgment it was about two degrees 
long. 
“I am 
not un astronomer," said 
Prof. Cox, "but I feel very positive 
that It was a comet. 
It was plainly 
visible at 5:20 o’clock, and we could 
see it at 7 o’clock, when it became In­ 
visible on account of the increasing 
haze. 
All the mea in the office here 
saw It. 
It could not have been a 
meteor, for It remained practically In 
the same position (luring the entir * 
time it w is visible, and mo meteor 
would have den® that. 
It*? apparent 
immovability shows, too, that it wag 
at a great distance from the earth. 
There was a head, which was plainly 
visible to th** 
naked eye, ani still 
more apparent when viewed, through 
a glass. 
There was also a wdl-de- 
tin<*d tail.” 
The comet was seen by many people 
on the street as well as by the officials 
at the weather bureau.

First Observed From Weather Bureau 


Tower and Was Visible Without 


the Aid of Glasses.

Its position as viewed from 
the Auditorium tower, in which the 
United States weather bureau is sit­ 
uated, was about IO degrees south­ 
east from tho zenith.
